Would you please prepare an appropriation ordinance 
transferring $10,000 from Account number 7-5-58, Lease 
Payments, in the budget of the Board of Works to the 
following accounts: 


$2,000 to Account number 7-3-312-S, Gas Heat, 
Seyfert Building: and $8,000 to Account number 7-2-268, 
Services Contractural, Seyfert Building. 


This money is being transferred because detailed information 
was not available at the time the 1967 budget was 
established. An adequate amount of money was set up in 

the Lease Payments account to provide for several 
contingentiés;, including heating of the building. We 

now have determined that the heating cost of the Seyfert 
Building will be approximately $2,000 per year. Transfer 

of the above $2,000 will cover this expense. 


Since an additional $8,000 will be available for transfer 
out of the Lease Payments account and since some remodel- 
ing must be done in the building in order to make it 
adaptable for use as a centralized garage as well as other 
uses, it is desirable to transfer the $8,000 to the Services 
Contractural account in order to pay for this remodeling. 


Please prepare this appropriation ordinance for intro- 
duction to the February 14th meeting of the city council. 


Since this transfer involves two major classifications of 
accounts, it will be necessary for the city council to 
hold a public hearing and that the transfer be approved 
by the State Tax Board.
